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Belleville to close 
skateboard park

On Monday, after a 45-minute public 
hearing on the troublesome, 10-year- 
old skateboard park, the Belleville City 
Council voted unanimously to close the 
park as soon as practic: 

The reasons stated were safety for the 
children and liability for the ci 

DPW Director Keith Boc said he would 
solicit prices to get the concrete removed, 
with the goal of getting it all cleared out 
and planted with grass. 

‘A group of six children and their parents 
from Victoria Commons neighborhood 
was in the audience to try to convince the 
council to keep the park in operation. 

They were disappointed at the council" 
decision, but asked if the city would keep 
the park useable as long as possible and not. 
lock it up. 

Boc replied they can’t lock it up because 
the fence keeps getting pulled down. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the seasons 
are changing and the park probably will 
be open into the winter and then not be re- 
opened next spring. 

The skatepark was built with funds from 
Wayne County's Parks and Recreation 
millage. The agreement required it to 
be kept for 10 years, In June the park hit 
its 10-year mark and the council started 
considering what to do with it. 

The problem with the park has been its 
location, since it was conceived by a local 
teen working on his Eagle Scout badge and 
Councilwoman Kay Atkins, who sought 
out the county funds 

At first, it was suggested to put it in the 
front of Village Park on Savage Road, 


but homeowners in adjoining Victoria 
Commons vigorously opposed that 
location. 


It finally was sited on the edge of the park 
behind the city’s DPW yard and next to the 


industrial park.

City Planners OK almost double-size clubhouse for BYC

At its Sept. 13 meeting, the Belleville 
Planning Commission approved a new 
site plan for the BYC to build a two-level 
private clubhouse at 430 N. Liberty Street, 
making the building almost twice as big 
as what was approved last year by the 
commission. 

On Nov. 10, 2011, the planning 
commission approved a 4,300-square-foot 
clubhouse, but the newer plan adds 3,000 
square feet in a lower-level, walkout area 
to the lake. 

Belleville architect Wade Hoppe, 
Steve Davenport of Davenport Brothers 
Construction, and BYC members presented 
the new plan to the commission. 

The new plan nearly doubles the square 
footage. The number of boat slips is the 
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same as proposed on the prior plan at 20. 

The project will feature 18 parking spaces 
based on a maximum of 90 club members. 
‘The clubhouse structure will be a maximum 
of three stories or 35 feet. 

The applicant met all the setback 
requirements on the total area of 66 acre. 
The proposed use for the R-M Multiple- 
Family Residential zoned parcel is a 
permitted use in the zoning district, since. 
the facility will not be let for commercial 
purposes, like being rented or marketed out. 
for the non-member public. The club will 
have no liquor license. 

A combination of masonry and obscuring 
wood will make the screening ofthe parking 
lot, and all sides where the neighboring 
residential zoning exists, located to the east. 
and west side of the parcel. 

The parking lot will feature two 17.5 foot. 
high light pole fixtures located near Liberty 
Street. A 6-foot masonry wall will enclose 
the dumpster. 

‘The club’s sign application, which was 
part of the site plan, was not approved by 
the commissioners and was deferred for 
further review. 


The BYC will work with city officials to 
adjust the sign location and will consider a 
reduction in the overall size of it 

The BYC sign was planned to be almost 
7 feet tall and 7.5 feet wide, simila 
Welcome to Belleville sign at the bridge. 

The message part measures within the 
sign ordinance at 31.8 square feet, since 
36 square feet is permitted, but the sign 
structure extends over two feet beyond the 
edge of the sign on both sides. 


adjusted, too, because of its proximity to 
the sidewalk and visibility for the one-way 
drive that enters and exits the site. 

Commissioner Mike Renaud said he 
thought the proposed sign might be 
overwhelming to the adjacent residential 
area. 

‘The walk-out level of the clubhouse is 
within the new FEMA floodplain recently 
released. City officials and the applicant 
will work together administratively to meet 
those requirements. 

Minor details that will be corrected on 
the site plan include adjustments to the

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VBT planners table Menard’s request for rezoning of property

"You're asking us to rezone land you 
don’t own,” said Van Buren Township 
Treasurer Sharry Budd to a representative 
of Menard at the Sept. 12 meeting of the 
VBT Planning Commission. 

“It’s moot. You can’t rezone,” Budd said. 
She made the motion to table, which was 
seconded by Commissioner Boynton 

Budd pointed out such a rezoning is 
not legal and the rest of the board agreed, 
unanimously voting to table the request for 
rezoning of 0.6 acre of fairgrounds property 
until the necessary lot split and necessary 
documentation is in place to join that lot to 
the 20 acres Menard will be buying from 
Bill Sloane, if all goes well. 

Presently, Menard’s owns nothing. 

The vote came after Sally Hodges from 
McKenna Associates read her report on the 
rezoning request, pointing out no lot split 
from the fairgrounds has yet been requested 
for the property. 

Terry Carroll, director of planning and 
economic development, said the landowner 


would need to apply to the Property Split 
Committee made up of himself, DPW 
Director Tom McDonald, and Assessor 
Linda Stevenson and the committee would 
make a recommendation to the township

board. 

Mike Simonds, representing Menard, 
said the first he heard of this problem was 
10 minutes before the meeting. He said 
Menard is under contract with Sloane for 
purchase of the property. He said he didn’t 


know if both parcels have to be owned by 
the same person to move forward. 

Carroll said he will call Sloane. 
who lives in California, to handle the 
rezoning request. He said Sloane could be 
established as agent for the property. Then, 
the lot split could be approved at the Oct. 2 
township board meeting and the planning 
commission could consider the rezoning at 
its Oct. 10 meeting. 

Hodges said the “lot split” actually 
would be a boundary line adjustment and 
combination and wouldn't count as a new 
split for the fairground. 

"Can it be done with two owners?" 
Simonds asked, noting it's a big risk for 
Menard to buy property when there are 
so many steps left before knowing if the 
project will go forward. 

He asked if the commission could approve 
the rezoning with conditions, but he was 
told the commission doesn't do that 

While the discussion was going on. 
Commission chairperson Carol Thompson 
asked a member of the audience, John

It was not easily accessed and police 
could not adequately patrol it because 
young people doing illegal activity at the 
skatepark could see police coming and 
quickly scatter. 

Boc told the council that his DPW 
department fixes something at the skatepark 
weekly. He said a steel picnic table recently 
was dragged across the DPW yard and 
thrown over the fence and placed on top of 
a skateboard ramp. 

He said the safety bars are regularly 
peeled back. Garbage cans are set on fire 
and thrown into the pond. 

“It’s terrible,” Boc said. "There's a 
cost. Anytime there's vandalism, there's a 
cost." 

Belleville Police Cpl. Todd Schrecengost 
first spoke of the location and the damage 
to the properties in the industrial park next 
to the skatepark. He said the fence, signage 
and a pay phone have been destroyed at the 
skatepark. 

He said he has witnessed narcotics and 
alcohol violations and intoxicated people 
over the age of 20 hanging out with young 
children. 

“We can’t sneak up on them,” Cpl 
Schrecengost said 

He said the skateboarders don’t wear 
helmets and there have been numerous 
medical runs, as well as unreported injuri 
of concussions and broken arms and legs. 

“I like the skatepark, but I don’t like the 
location,” Schrecengost said. 


He said the kids are climbing the DPW 
fence and trespassing. There's 25 feet of. 
fencing missing. Trash is stuffed here and 
there and graffiti includes racial slurs. 

He said the city had good intentions 10 
years ago, but the teens who worked to 
Set it up now are in their 20s and have left 
Belleville and there are new generations 
here. 

He suggested moving the location of the 
skatepark, if possible. 

Bob Balderston of Second Street said he 
used to be a professional skateboarder on 
the East Coast in the “70s and ‘80s. He said 
he rides a bicycle in the city’s skatepark 
now even though he knows that’s against 
the rules. He called the skatepark "a 
derelict”. 

He said there are adults drinking at the 
park and children shouldn't be going there 
without their parents to supervise. 

“That park is not friendly to children,” 
Balderston said, later suggesting it be 
removed because of its location not being 
accessible and in the public view. He also 
suggested putting it up somewhere else. 

Sharon Gabrielson of Victoria Commons 
said she likes having the physical activity 
for her children so close. She said the 
children go with cell phones in their pockets 
and report bullying and other information 
to their parents. 

“We really enjoy it and want it to stay,” 
she said. 

Jeannette Parker said her three boys — ages 
7, 10, and 13 -- enjoy the skatepark and 
three springs in a row they took a bucket 
over and cleaned up the graffiti there. She 


said her boys go to the skatepark four or 
five times a week. She goes over at dusk 
when the “shadier crowd” is there and they 
have been very respectful of her. 

She presented a packet of about 30 letters 
to the mayor from children who use the 
park and want the skatepark to stay open. 

Tyler Gabrielson, one of the children 
present to lobby for the skatepark, stood to. 
say he goes to the skate park. He said the 
children know which parts are broken and 
don’t use those parts. 

“You go there to skate. You don’t go 
there to read,” Tyler said, referring to the 
graffiti 

Former City Councilman George 
Chedraue urged the council to listen to the 
“Six kids, great wonderful little children 
came to tell us what they want. Think of 
the six little children learning what civic 
government can do.” 

Former Mayor Tom Fielder asked 
everyone to suggest ideas on what they 
would like to see in the park so the Parks 
and Recreation Commission could work 
on it. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

* Was informed the 800 MHz radios 
needed for the Belleville Police Department 
were purchased from Herkimer Radio 
for $19,667.25. With the $25,000 grant 
received that fully takes care of the radios 
that were needed, said City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer, who gave Cpl. Schrecengost 
credit for doing all the work on the 
proposal. Schrecengost said they will be 
renewing licenses for the old equipment 


for backup use; 

* Heard Kollmeyer introduce Interm 
Police Chief Hal Berriman and announce 
that a semi backed into the city parking lot 
the previous week and ripped all the wires 
off city hall. Everything has been repaired, 
she said; 

* Opened two bids for hot rubber crack 
filling on High and Liberty streets and 
awarded the contract to GMS Sealcoating 
for 50 cents per lineal foot. For 16,500 ft. 
that equals $8,250. The other bidder, S&J 
Asphalt Paving Co., bid $1.30 per lineal 
foot; 

* Awarded the city engineering contract 
to Hennessey Engineers, Inc. on the 
recommendation of the administration. 
Three bids were opened on Aug. 20, for 
Hennessey, Stantec, and Spicer Group and 
sent to the administration for a report; 

* Discussed at length a fireworks 
ordinance aimed at tightening up use in the 
city. Chief Berriman noted the ordinance 
would not be enforceable, but said they 
could use the noise ordinance if there was a 
problem. A public hearing on the ordinance 
was cancelled and the ordinance put on the 
back burner for more study. The council 
hoped the state legislature will change the 
fireworks law that has caused problems 
throughout the state; and 

* Heard Mayor Conley tell Chedraue that 
the council put the District Library Board's 
request for a meeting with a "negotiating 
team" on its follow-up list and while she 
won't be assembling a "negotiating" team. 
a council team will be appointed to meet 
with them.

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Motorcyclist dies after 
crashing into back of 
disabled tractor-trailer 


A 42-year-old Ypsilanti man died after 
his motorcycle crashed into the back end 
of a tractor-trailer that had broken down in 
the northbound lane of Rawsonville Road, 
north of West Huron River Drive. 

‘The accident happened just before 1:35 
p.m. on Sept. 11.

There were five Sumpter Township 
employees listed on the Sept. 11 agenda 
for the township board meeting, all to be 
considered for four-year contracts. 

But, at the beginning of the meeting 
one item on the agenda was changed from

It was said that Fire Chief Les Powell 
had handed in his resignation. The board 
accepted it without comment, except to say 
he would get a plaque, retirement badge, 
and be able to keep his chief’s helmet. 

Powell's brother-in-law Joe Januszyk 
was named interim chief. 

Four-year contracts, all expiring in 
November 2016, were approved for Police 
Chief James Pierce, Police Department 


employee Malissa Baker, CPA Jim Glahn, 
and Water and Sewer Director Marvin 
Drews. 

In other business at the 25-minute, Sept. 
11 meeting, the board: 

* Approved moving temporary part-time 
employee Michele Roman to full-time 
employee in the floater position, under 
the direction of the supervisor or deputy 
supervisor. She has worked 90 days part 
time and did an excellent job, according 
to Supervisor Johnny Vawters. She'll be 
doing CDBG, building department, and 
other assignments 

* Heard Hennessy engineer Ryan Kern 
explain that the pump station at the corner 
of Willis and Sumpter roads has the inside 
surface eroding due to a hydrogen sulfide 
attack and part of the problem has to do 
with ventilation.

Van Buren Township recount affirms 
Combs still tops for supervisor

On Friday afternoon, after about two 
and a half hours of recounting votes from 
the August primary election, the Wayne 
County Election counters confirmed that 
Linda Combs got the most votes and still is 
the Democratic candidate for supervisor in 
the Van Buren Township general election 
in November. 

VBT Supervisor Paul White, running for 
reelection, filed for a recount after he lost 
to Combs by 50 votes in August. 

“Of course, I’m disappointed in the 
count,” White said. “But now I will move 
forward and enjoy life and my happy 
retirement.” 

The official recount found 1,112 votes for 
Combs (up three from 1,109 in August), 
1,068 votes for White (up nine from 1,059 
in August), 452 for Larry Fix (up two from 
450 in August), and 429 for Tim Szetela, 
the same as in August. 

Observers watching the recount noted 
that hundreds of voters did not cast ballots 
for local candidates, voting only for the

Everyone observing the recount was 
required to sign in. There were six people 
present for Combs (including her attorney 
John Day), 10 for White, one for Fix, and 
four general observers, including three 
reporters.

Bentivolio wins special primary for McCotter’s term

About 6% of the registered voters in the City 
of Belleville and Van Buren Township came 
out to cast ballots on Sept. 5 in the special 
primary election. 

The ballot held the names of five Republicans 
and one Democrat who were vying to fill about 
two weeks of the term of U.S. Representative 
‘Thaddeus McCotter, who resigned past the 
deadline to get on the August primary. 

Kerry Bentivolio of Milford won on the 
Republican side and David A. Curson of 
Van Buren Township was unopposed on the 
Democratic side of the ticket. The vote was 
throughout areas of Wayne and Oakland 
counties 

In Van Buren Township, which has 21,796 
registered voters, 1.263 voted, making a voter 
turnout of 5.79%. 

Total Republican votes in VBT were: 
Bentivolio, 215; Nancy Cassis, 140; Carolyn 
Kavanagh, 105; Kenneth Crider, 63; Steve 


King, 54: and write-ins, 4 

Democrat Curson pulled in 674 votes and 
there was one write-in 

In the City of Belleville there were 3.066 
registered voters and 198 cast ballots, making 
a voter turnout of 6% 

Republican Bentiviolo earned 35 vote: 
Nancy Cassis, 32; Carolyn Kavanagh, 21; 
Kenneth Crider, 11; and Steve King, 8. 

Democrat Curson earned 89 votes. 

It will be Bentivolio and Curson on the 
November ballot for the 6-week remainder of 
McCotter's term, which ends in January. This 
will be voted on in the old 11^ District, which 
includes Van Buren Township and Belleville 

The new two-year term for McCotter's 
former seat will be voted on in the new 11" 
District, which does not include Van Buren 
‘Township and Belleville. 

That ballot will contain Bentivolio on the 
Republican side and Syed Taj of Canton on 
the Democratic side.

VBT driver hits railroad 
crossing arms, gets 
drunk driving charge 


On Sunday, Aug. 26, at about 1 p.m., Belleville 
Police were dispatched to a disabled Cadillac 
on the railroad tracks on Savage Road next to 
the city's DPW yard.
